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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The added limitation "coal tar" in claim 1 raises new issues that would require further consideration. 
Therefore, the amendment will not be entered. 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The argument that the commercial coal tar 
pitches which are used as binders and impregnants would not be mesophase pitches; thus, in converting coal tar to binder and 
impregnating pitches one is only removing small low molecular weight molecules and therefore, gas sparge is required for mesophase 
pitch but not obviously needed for coal tar is not persuasive because Kalback discloses that any coal derivative can be used in the 
process in the presence of gas sparge. 



The argument that, in the Kalback process, there in no indication on the use of gas sparge to control final softening point of flash points 
in isotropic, non-mesophase pitches is not persuasive because the limitation "the use of gas sparge to control final softening point of 
flash points in isotropic, non-mesophase pitches" was not claimed. 
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
